The Comr d'Alene 


Railway & Navigation Company was the 
first modern transportation service in 
the Cceur d'Aleue mines. The North- 
ern Pacific built a spar from Hansen 
Junction to Cesar d'Alene City on the 
Ccanr d'Alene lake. 
Here the Cceur 


d'Alene Company built docks, putting a 
line of freight and passenger steamers 
on the lake, and running them from 
Cesar d'Alene City to the old mission on 
the Occur d'Alene river, whence the 
narrow-gauge railway was built to the 
minea. They are now building a line 
through Fonrth-of.Juty Canyon to con- 
nect with the narrow-gaage at Mission 
and are making preparations to replace 
the narrow-gauge with a standard gauge 
road. To accomplish the latter feat 
they are fovoad to change the location 
of 
the 
uturow-gaugo line at many 


points in order to obtain a roadbed that 
will not be too expensive to operate.

The Sacramento Record-Union suys: 


It is stated that so good has been the 


demand for Newcastle frnit in the East 
during the present season and BO satis- 
factory the prices obtained, that every- 
thing there in the fruit line is beiug 
cleaned out iu good shape. The fruit 
men around Coloma, Uniontown, Gold 
Hill and other places ia El Dorado 
county, even as far as thirty miles dis- 
tant, have been quite largely marketing 
their fruit at Newcastle, 
The New- 


oastle people have as good facilities for 
handling the fruit crop as any place in 
California, the fruit being received at 
one door of the fruit houses; the pack- 
ages are sorted over and then loaded in 
the cars at the other end of the build- 
ings, within one hundred feet of where 
raeeiverl from the producer's wayon. 
The fruit is therefore picked, packed 
and marketed in the forenoon, loaded in 
the cars in the afternoon and evening, 
rnd started by train tho same evening 
for the East.

The San Francisco Bulletin says: 
Ten or twelve years ago the prospects 


were not very bright for a competing 
transcontinental road ta 
California. 


The one through route to the East, the 
Central Pacific, was able to handle all 
the traffic >vitbuutembarrassment. The 
extension of the Southern Pacifies Bail- 
road to Galveatou, at a later date, was 
considered by many in advance of the 
requirements of the times. 
But five 


routes now span the Continent and each 
ono iu doing a profitable business. 
The 


carrying cupaoity of at least three of 
theje routefi—the Central, Southern and 
Atlantic—is Rtrained to its utmost. 
These railroads have actual terminals in 
California. 
Practically the termini 


of the Northern and Canadian Pacific 
Bailroads are also in this State. Tho 
s tea IB ships of the latter make regular 
trips to this port to discharge and re- 
ceive passengers to and from the Orient 
and to and from the Eastern end of the 
line. The California and Oregon Bail- 
road ia virtually a California extension 
of the Northern Pacific Bailroad, al- 
though not o\in-d or contro led by it. 


The least promising of these great 


transcontinental 
enterprises was the 


Canadian Pacific Bailraad, for the rea- 
son that it traversed a sparsely settled 
route, aud a territory with limited re- 
sonrcea. Bat it made a net profit last 
year of neuiiy two millions of dollars, 
and, for tbi> first six months of the cur- 
rent yiar $1,113,870, the latter sum be- 
ing an excess of $172,533 over the net 
profits of the rond during the 
corre- 


spondiug period last year. The ntt 
profits of last June are 
reported at 


$390,938, which is a gain of $2,235 on 
the profits of June, 1887. 
The extraor- 


dinary fin>uioial success of the Canadian 
Pacific is a marvel, even in these days 
of wondsrful development. 


The success of all of these five trans- 


continental routes has beun large de- 
pendent on the trade of 
California. 


This is evident from the eagerness with 
which each of thf-se road struggles to 
secure it. The Northern Pacific Bail- 
road has no doubt profited immensely 
by the through connection established 
by the California and Oregon Rulroad 
between Portland and San Francisco. 
And although that connecting link is as 
yet in a very imperfect condition, it ia 
already crowded with work. The rapid 
growth of business along that route has 
hiBtened the laying of a double track 
between Port Costa and Oakland, and 
is materially hastening the building of a 
railroad bridge across Cnrqninez Straitft. 


The advent of each of these rival rail- 


ways into California has created a not- 
work of local roads that are feeding 
them with business. Ami the rapidity 
with which the Slate is filling with pop- 
ulation increases the necessity for mere 
of these feeders. 


In the meantime the plans for more 


transcontinental railroads terminating 
in California are maturing. 
Some o 


these corporations have had their sur- 
veyors in the fiald for many months 
past, seeking the most convenient points 
to enter the State. When the United 
States census of 1880 was taken Galifor 
nia had only one transcontinental rail- 
road. By the time the next census wil 
havci been taken some of the railroad I 
now trying to gain admission to th 
Stats wjll hav* crossed the border. A
